Physicians Reluctant 
To Diagnose Many 
Cases Of Grip Here­ 
abouts As Contagi­ 
ous Influenza. 


Washington. Dec. 26,— (A P)— 
Public health officials said today 
that complete reports on influen­ 
za 
during 
the holiday period 
would indicate more than a mil­ 
lion cases in the United States. 
Preliminary reports r?ceivcd 
today indicated at least 770,160 
cases in 22 states. This is com­ 
pared with 518,715 cases in these 
States in the previous week. Of­ 
ficials based this comparison on 
actual reports of 150,000 cases 
for the latter and 103,000 cases 
for the former week. They add­ 
ed that while last week’s reports 
showed the number of cases de­ 
creasing in some western states 
the decrease is more than coun­ 
terbalanced by increases in other 
states. 
It is not probable, they 
said, that the peak of the epi­ 
demic has been reached.
